On the inside of the cover is written : “ My cousin Chute gave me this book out 
of his father’s study at the Vine, Hampshire.” 

An alphabetical table will be found at the end, in the same handwriting as the 
rest of the volume. Some of the pieces possess high poetical merit, and deserve con¬ 
sideration from students of English literature in the early days of Charles I. Amongst 
the writers are Francis Beaumont, James Shirley, Robert Herrick, Thomas Carcw, 
Richard Corbet, William Stroud, (Sir) Henry Blount, Henry King, Jasper Maync, 
John Grange, Humphrey Hide, (Sir George) Chudldgh, Alexander Gill, Barton Holi¬ 
day, George Morley, Walter Poole, Nicholas Old is worth, Will Davcnant, (Bishop) 
Juxon, and Thomas Mey. It will be observed that many of these name arc unknown 
in published literature ; and that the bibliophile who secures the above volume, will 
add a book of signal value to a collection of old English poetry. One of the pieces 
by William Strond is upon the beanty of Fairford Windows. An unsigned one, 
begins as follows, with a phrase which brings Lord Byron to one’s memory :

Clothes 
of Estate, Chairs richly embroidered, Cushions, Spar vers (four pieces of which were 
stolen at the burial of King Henry VIII), Testers, Carpets, Beds, Counterpoints, and 
sundries.

This is a very interesting record, describing the various pieces embroidered with 
the King’s Arms, the King and Queen Jane's arm# together crowned within a garland 
of Roses, the Histoiy of Joseph, of the 12 Months, of David and Absalom, of our Lady 
and Angels playing upon Instruments, of the Acts of the Apostles, etc. The Cloths 
of KaTATB, garnished with precious stones; the Carpets and Cushions of gold, 
silver and silk needlework, with Queen Anne Bulleu’s Cyphers, the letters H. and A., 
roses of red and white, etc.; a carpet of arras u with woodewiihes and men of Inde 
with the Dukes Aimes in thre places;" a cushion embroidered “ with Scallop Shells 
with Queue Katheryns Cognizance and this worde, I like as he loveth," etc. 

These Manuscripts are worthy of publication, the marginal notes made subse¬ 
quently as to the state and disposal of the different articles are very interesting— 
certain cushions used by the King and Queen (Philip and Mary) at the Church door 
at Winchester, a bedstead altered for King Edward VI, various articles specified as 
having been given to Lord W. Howard, then Lord Admiral, Sir Edward Waldegrave, 
Sir Henry Jernegan, and others.

< VOuny's list, only a few) of the pieces in this volume there are copies existing in the 
libraries of the Royal Irish Academy and of Dnblin University; and it will readily be 
conceded by those who know the subject that nothing of the kind has occurred in the 
public sales for many years of equal importance with the Leabhar ui-Maolconnire.

The preceding note by Sir William Tite is somewhat 
erroneous, as Leo X had been eighteen years in his grave when Cardinal Bembo 
received his hat. But Pietro Bembo may have had the MS. presented to him by his 
friend and patron Leo X; and afterwards, on being decorated with the purple, em¬ 
ployed his friend and protege Benvenuto to engrave the portraits and escutcheons on 
the memorial volumes. At least we know that Benvenuto executed a medal of Bembo 
before the latter became cardinal in 1539; another begun before and ended after that 
event; and a third on which Mazzuchelli thinks he was at work in 1546. See Vita di 
Cellini, 8vo. Milano, 1806, page 303, where one of those portraits is described in such 
a way as to show its identity of character with that on the MS. 

The eight paintings represent—I. Birth of Christ; II. Christ rising from the 
Tomb; III. Nativity of St John the Baptist; IV. St. Augustin expounding to four 
kneeling Monks; V. Saint John writing his Gospel; VI. Visit of the Three Maries 
to the Sepulchre; VII. High Priests and Scribes ; VIII. Four Monks praying beside 
the Corpse of a Bishop; beneath each of which is a magnificently painted border.

Formerly in the collection of Mr. Singer, from whose hand is the following 
description :— 

The Myrrour of Life, formerly attributed to Richard Rolle, or Richard of 
Hampolc, residing in or near the Nunnery of Hampolo, near Doncaster ; but as it 
appears from MS. Reg. c. viij, pointed out by 8ir F. Madden, it is a translation from 
the Latin of John of Waldby, by William of Nassyngton. The poem begins with the 
spiritual advantages of the Lord's Prayer, of its seven petitions, their offices, &c. &c. 
and ends with the seven Beautitudes. In the course of enumerating the vices and 
virtues, much that is interesting, as illustrating modes of life and manners, occurs ; 
and I know that Mr. Douce had made large extracts from the MS. in the Brit. 
Museum on this account. For instance, in the section, De Tkmkrario Officio et 
Artificio,/oI 88b, the following Characters are sketched—Common Women, Jug¬ 
glers, Snek-drawers or Roberds-men, Faitours or Beggars, Harlots (seemingly Wan¬ 
dering Minstrels), Heralds, Champions, Tollers of Market Towns, and Hangmen. One 
is rather surprised to find the Heralds in such company, but they are accused of 
taking care of their advantage in adjudging the prize at Jnstings and Tournaments 
to grete lordings, hallooing names with great cry, &c. The Harlots arc thus described: 

“ Harlotes walkes thorw many tonns, 

With specked mantels and bonrdouns, 

And ilk mans hows they go in 
Thare tjiey hope ouze to wyn. 

Bot Harlotes men calles namly 
Alle that haunte Harlotry. 

Harlotes falles ay stonde on the flore 
And play some time at the spore 
x At the bene and at the cat 
A fowle play hald I that. 

When men biddes tham for thair fe 
Thay say—Maystres wol mot zc be. 

For the rwlc of thair religion 
Is suche by thair profession ;

This MS. is beautifully written, and was formerly in the Library of the Fermors, 
a distinguished Catholic family at Tusmore, in Oxfordshire, so well known from 
Belinda the heroine of the Rape of the Lock.

Analysis of Contents. 

About 300 MSS. Biblical, classical, historical, poetical, and liturgical, in various ton¬ 
nages, ranging from the tenth to the fifteenth century, and comprising some specimens of 
extreme rarity and value, like Lydgate’s Siege of Troy (p. 1529), important Greek and Latin 
Codices of early date, including a Greek New Testament of the Eleventh Centorv, and a 
large Latin Bible executed in England in the thirteenth century (p. 1039) ; Oriental MSS. 
of every kind, m which must he reckoned fine illuminated examples of the Koran and the 
Pereira Book of Kings ; Chinese and Indian Mythological paintings; elegant Hors and 
Missals of the Italian, French, and Flemish schools ; a beautiful Virgil of Florentine 
execution (p. 20); the celebrated Book of Belial, the Apocalyptic Visions; John of Dorking’s 
(about i.d. 1300) vellum MS. of the Lancelot and the Hippomedon Romances; the Roman 
de la Rose, almost contemporary with Jean de Meung; fine codici of Petrarca and other 
Italian poets. 

The class of MSS. is supplemented by a long list of works on the study of Palaeography, 
on Writing, Cryptography, and Shorthand ; with numerous catalogues of MSS. both here 
and in the special list of Bibliography. 

Next follows a catalogue which concerns the Religions of the world—a very curious 
class. The Scriptures of the ancient faiths are represented by texts and translations of 
the Zoroastrian A vesta, the Indian Vedas, Pnranas, Sastras, etc ; the Koran, the Buddhic 
Mahawanso of Ceylon, the Kalpa Sntra of the Jains, Burmese and Pali liturgies; while the 
symbolism and observances of stranger worships —Phallic and Serpentine—are illustrated 
by a few rare books. The Mythology of Egypt is provided for in the great works of Burton, 
Champollion, Leemans, Lepsius, Wilkinson, and othcre; and many books follow on the 
Mythologies of Greece and Rome, ancient Celtic, Teutonic, and Scandinavian Europe, with 
others that are more remote or prehistoric. These sections are succeeded by the Occult 
Sciences, Spiritualism, Psychology, Philosophy, and Positivism ; after which comes the most 
important division of the class—Judaic and Christian Theology in all their branches; Greek, 
Roman, and Reformed Liturgies, including some books of remarkable rarity and value ; 
and an immense collection of Bible9 alphabetically arranged. Later on in the volume, 
appears the wonderful Mazarine Bible of Guttenberg—the first printed Bible and the first 
typographical book of which we have any knowledge—and several other early Bibles ot 
great value Eliot’s Massachusetts Bible of 1663 ought also to be mentioned. 

The class of Science, which comprises not only Natural History bat also Chemistry, 
Mathematics, Engineering, etc., consists of about 2000 articles, including all the grand illua- 
trated works on Ornithology and other branches of Zoology. 

The next class which has a special interest and is the first of its kind contains the 
Popular and Romantic Literature of all countries in former times ; thus including the 
famous Romances of King Arthur and the Round Table: the Quest of the Grail, 
Lancelot, Tristan, Merlin, Gawain, and others; Charlemagne and the Paladins: Turpin, 
Roland (Orlando), Olger, Aymon’s Sons, Huon, Fierabras. and others; Amadis, Belianis. 
Pabnerin, Perceforest, and numerous other Romances of Chivalry which stand separately 
and ungrouped in alphabetical order. Then follows the section of Novels, beginning with 
Boccaccio and consisting for the most part of Italian, Spanish, and French fictions of the 
sixteenth century; next Romances with a purpose, allegorical, political, moral, and satirical; 
and Pastoral Romances. The third division comprises works which have become eminently 
the People’s Books : Fables and Apologues, Grotesque Stories, Oriental and Fairy Take, 
Proverbs, Marvellous Travels, Religious books (such as the Golden Legend ; the Dance of 
Death, the Imitation of Christ, Bible Histories, Mysteries, etc.); National Traditions, Ballads 
and Bongs; ancient popular Science. The final division comprises the Epic Poets of the 
world and various editions of their works. 

The next class contains the Scientific Periodical Literature .pi (fhfl world, arranged 
in one alphabet with the publications of Learned Societies, and the issues of private presses 
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and Literary Clubs. This class, which consists altogether of about 1500 numbers is one of 
particular interest and usefulness. 

The class entitled English Books is divided into the Early Works, which contain 
some Caxtons and Wynkin de Wordes (although this early section is better treated further 
on in the Monumenta Typographies); Philology and Grammars ; English Standard Litera¬ 
ture ; County History and Topography, Genealogical History, Works on Ireland, Scotland, 
and Wales. 

The Oriental Catalogue is an extremely rich collection, not only of books on the history 
of the East in general, and India, China, Japan, Turkey, etc. m particular, as well as 
travels in those countries, but also of works in the language of the East and of Polynesia 
and Africa, with Grammars and Dictionaries. The number of Languages comprised 
in this catalogue is about one hundred, and the number of articles nearly three thousand. 

The division Bibliotheca Occidentals will be found to contain some books of extraordinary 
rarity and value, hardly more interesting to the American collector than to the European, 
although specially devoted to the tastes of the former. Amongst the very early books relating 
to the New World immediately after its discovery, are the famous Letter of Columbus, 
a.d. 1493, Pomponius Mela of Salamanca, 1498 (p. 1481), the Enneades of Sabellico, 1498- 
1504 (p. 1427), Petris Martyr’s Decad of 1511, the Latin Ptolemies of 1511, 1513, 1525, 1535, 
1541; the Paesi ritrovati of 1519, the Newe unbekanthe Landte of 1508, and the Itinerarium 
Portugallensium, 1508 (all containing Vespucci’s discoveries.) I may also mention the De Bry 
collection, the Atlases of Ortelius and Mercator, the collections of Ramusio, Hakluyt, and 
Purchas, James’ North Passage, le Voyage de Sagard, 1632 ; the works of the Mathers ; 
Captain Smith’s New England, 1616 ; Williams’ Virginia; Kingsborough’s Mexico, 
Molina’s Vocabnlario Mexicano printed at Mexico in 1571 ; Coryat’s Crudities; Zarate, 
Descubr. del Peru 1555; and also the great MS. Buccaneers’ Atlas (No. 9479). 

The French, German, and Italian catalogues contain works in the Standard literature 
of those tongues, and comprise some rare books such as the Orlando Furioso of Milan 1524, 
the Somme Rurale of Bruges 1479, the Rommant dela Rose of Jean Petit (about 1515), an 
early Melosine in German, etc. The Spanish Catalogue includes works in dialects, as well 
os the standard Castilian literature : we find there the Catalan Quintus Curtius of Barcelona 
1481, early Romanceros and Cancioneros, Chronicles, etc. The Portuguese collection is 
small, but choice : it comprises the rare Bibliotheca Lusitana of Barbosa Machado, but the 
early Camoens editions will be found amongst the Epic Poets in an earlier division. 

The Greek and Latin Classics, followed by mediaeval and modem compositions 
in those languages, are a very miscellaneous collection, but include a good number of the 
Editionos Principes of famous texts. 

The class headed “ European Philology” is an interesting one: it begins with 
Polyglotts and works of Comparative Philology, and comprises in the rest of its extent those 
languages and dialects of Europe which are not treated in the catalogues of English, French, 
German, Spanish, Italian, Portuguese; 'that is to say, the six Celtic languages, (Welsh, 
Breton, Cornish, Gallic, Irish, Manks) ; the Teutonic stem and branches (Gothic, Old 
and Low German, Anglo-Saxon or early English, Dutch, Frisic, Danish, Swedish, Icelandic); 
the Romance tongues (Proven 9 &l, French diulects, Romansh, Rouman or Wallachian) 
Modern Greek j tho Slavonic languages j Lithuanian, Lettish, Old Prussian ; Basque, 
Finnish, Lapp, Magyar, and Slang, The next division is Games, Sports, Exercises, Music $ 
Bibliography—an excellent collection, rich in the favourite works of Dibdin; Political 
Economy, Law, Jurisprudence ; Military and Naval Sciences. 

The class of Fine Arts is for extent and completeness the most valuable in the entire 
Catalogue: in the number of rare Galleries, works on Ornament, Architecture, and other 
departments, it is unrivalled by any similar collection. It comprises two thousand numbers. 

The class called Antiquities is divided into Archaeology (Monuments), Ancient and 
Prehistoric Art; Chronology, Diplomatics, Numismatics); History; Genealogy, Heraldry, 
Family History.
